2. In these Rules, u “probationer” means a person ap- 
pointed on the results of a selection or competitive exami- 
nation held by the Federal Public Service Oommisskm to 
the Indian Police Service who has not yet been confirmed 
as such under the provisions of these Rules. A member 
of the Provincial Police Service selected toi appointment 
to the Indian Police Service in accordance with the rules 
governing the appointment of Provincial Police Service 
Officers to th 0 Indian Police Service will not ho a proba- 
tioner within the meaning of these rules,

' 8. (i) EPery probationer shall be on probation for a 
period', ol not less than one yeni from the date of his ap- 
pointment. 

(ii) Except in the case of probationers who were ap- 
pointed to the Indian Police Service in war i eserved 
vacancies in view of the war service rendered by them, 
even probationer shall on appointment undergo training 
for a period of not more than one year at the Central 
Police Training College. At the end of the period of his 
probation at the said Training College, every probationer 
shall be required to obtain such marks at a Pinal examina- 
tion to be conducted as Ihe Central Government may, in 
consultation with the Federal Public Service Commission, 
decide, I 'he subjects of the said examination shall he 
such ns the Central Government may in consultation with 
the 'Federal Public Service Commission prescribe and will 
include tests in riding and drill etc. 

4. Such deductions may be made from the marks 
assigned to a probat’oner at the Final Examination as the 
Federal Public Service Commission may consider neces- 
sary in order that no credit is allowed for merely super- 
ficial, knowledge 

5. A probationer who tails to satisfy the Central Gov- 
ernment at the examination referred to m Rule 11 shall 
thereupon cease to be a member of the Indian Police 
Service unless the Central Government shall allow him to 
sit for re-examination in the subject or subjects ir\ which 
he failed. The marks awaided to a. probationer on ie- 
examinntion shall not be taken into account m assessing 
the seniority of the probationer: 

Provided that the Centrnl Government may in consul- 
tation with the Federal Public Service Commission 
exempt any probationer from passing the prescribed 
examination or, may extend beyond one year the period 
withm which the examination shall be passed, and in 
either eveut may authorise the payment to the probationer, 
on tb e expiiy of the period of one yeur aforesaid, of am 
increments in pay to which he would have been entitled if 
be had passed the examination within one rear. 

6. Probationers may he required at the discretion ot the 
Commandant of the Police Training College to attend 
lectures in other subjects besides those prescribed for the 
Final Examination, 


9, Subject to the provisions "of these rules, the Fedetal 
Public Service Commission shall prepare a libt of the pro- 
bationers in order ot merit as indicated by the total marks 
obtained at the competitive examination and the Filial 
examination refeired to in Ride .8, provided that in pre- 
paring the list no account shall be taken of the marks 
awarded to a probationer in the Final probationers exami- 
nation in any subject in which he lias failed to obtain the 
minimum puss maiks prescribed The seniority of pro- 
bationers inter ,xe shall be determined by the order in 
which their names appeal in th e list, but the Central Gov- 
ernment reserves the right in exceptional cases to alter the 
order of seniority as ho determined by taking into account 
flu mmlo obtained by a probationer at an examination 
held in aocoidnnee with the provisions of ruio 8 The 
seniority ot a probationer exempted from passing the 
prescribed examination under the proviso to rule f> may 
he regulated bv .such special orders as may be passed by 
the Central Government in consultation with the Federal 
Public Service Commission, huving regard to the circums- 
tances in which such a probationer was exempted iroin 
passing the examination. 

10 A probationer who on account of the war sei vice 
rt udered by him has been appointed to a war-reserved 
vacancy wdl he deemed to have been appointed to the 
Indian Police Wot vice in the year iu which he would ' ve 
succeeded m entering the Service by competition u be 
second chance or the year following his ontry into 'war 1 
service’ whichever is later. Much a probationer will be 
junior to the officers of the Indian Police belonging to 
the year to which he is allotted for purposes ot seniority. 
Seniority inter se of such probationers deemed to have 
been appointed in any one year will be determined accord- 
ing to age. Annual increments will accrue on th*. anni- 
versary of the candidate’s joining the Service. 

11. A probationer appointed to a post carrying special 
pay shall be entitled to such special pay although he has 
not been confirmed as an Assistant Superintendent of 
Police. 

12. A probationer shall conform to all the rules and 
regulations of the service which nre applicable to a pro- 
bationary Assistant Superintendent of Police. 

1ft. A probationer who haR satisfied the Central Gov- 
ernment as to his conduct during probation and has pas- 
sed or been exempted from passing the prescribed exami- 
nation shall be confirmed as an Assistant Superintendent 
of Police and shad thereafter be governed by the Rules 
and Regulations applicable to the Indian Police Service 
in fon-e on the date of his uppoiutmont as a probationer. 

14 On appointment a probationer shall he paid an al- 
lowance of Hs, 400 towards the cost of uniform and outfit 
mid shall, if the Government under which he is serving 
consider that he should maintain a horse, be entitled to 
receive a free grunt not exceeding Rs. 000 towards 
cost of horse and saddlery provided that, until furuucr 
oi dors, the uniform and outfit allowance shall be enhanced 
by 25 per cent. 


7. A probationer who fails to comply with the provisions 
of these Rules oi to obey any order which lie may receive 
from the Central Government or from the Provincial Gov- 
ernment under whom he is serving, or from any other 
duly constituted authority, or who wilfully neglects his 
probationary studies or duties, or is guilty ol conduct un- 
becoming oi an officer of the Indian Police Service, shall 
be liable to removal from the service or ofhei disciplinary 
penalty. 

8. If unv probationer is pi evented by sickness oi any 
othei cause which the Centra! Government consider ade- 
quate tor this purpose from completing his (.oiivse of study 
at the Pol'oe Training College or from attending the 
examination referred to in rule 8, the Central Government 
may arrange for him to be specially examined in any or all 
of the subjects prescribed for the examination utter such 
inteival as may seem to them suitable having regard to 
the circumstances of the case. The marks awarded to n 
probationer in respect of such a special examination shall 
not ordinarily be taken into account in assessing the 
seniority of the probationer. 


15 A probationer will be entitled to leeeive travelling 
aTowance at tour rates us for nn officer of his grade in 
respect of any journey which he may he required to per- 
form for the purpose oi training or examination or for 
proceeding to the Province to which be is posted after 
the examination referred to in role 8. 

JO On appointment a probationer shall execute an 
agreement binding himself and one suiety jointly and 
severally to refund, in the event of his failing to com- 
plete probation to the satisfaction of tho Central Govern- 
ment, any moneys paid to him consequent on his appoint- 
ment as probationer. 

17. Nothing in the foregoing rules shall be construed 
in limiting the powei of the Central Government to re- 
move, at nnv time, a probationer from the Indian Police 
Service, if reasons exist which, in its judgment, justify 
such action. 

18, Should any question arise as to the interpretation or 
application of these rides, the decision of the Central 
Government shall be final.

— The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Publio Debt (Central Government 
Rules, 1940, which it is proposed to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Publio Debt 
(Central Government) Act, 1944 (XV.I1 1 of 1944), is 
published, as required by sub-section (1) of the said sec- 
tion, for information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the draft will be 
taken into consideration on or after the 20th September 
1949. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the date 
specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

Draft Amendments. 

In the said Rules — 

1. In rule 1. — 

(a) in sub-rules (1) anrl (2) the words and brackets 
“(Central Government)” shall be omitted; and 
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(b) lor sub-iiilc (8), the iollowmg sub-rulo shall be
